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Applicant notes that new claims 64-74 were added by the amendment submitted 
on May 21, 2004. Among other features, the new claims recite, for example, that heat is 
exchanged between the balloon and the stomach. For at least this reason, Applicant 
respectfully submits that the new claims are patentable over the applied references. 

CONCLUSION 

Claims 1-51 and 64-74 are pending and under consideration in the present 
application. Applicant respectfully requests favorable reconsideration of the present 
application at an early date.
